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REMARKS 

I. Status of the claims 

Claims 1-14 and 56-57 are pending. Claims 15-55 have been cancelled 
without prejudice or disclaimer. Of course. Applicant reserves the right to file 
one or more continuing applications to the cancelled subject matter. Claims 
56-57 have been added. The subject matter of claims 56 and 57 is fully 
supported by the present application, for example, at page 18, lines 1-3. 
Applicant respectfully requests consideration of the present application. As 
neither the foregoing amendments nor the new claims introduce new matter, entry 
thereof by the Examiner is respectfully requested. 

II. The Specification 

The specification of this instant continuation application has been 
amended so as to incorporate by reference and to indicate the parent application 
to which the instant application claims priority. This amendment does not 
introduce new matter into the specification and, accordingly. Applicant 
respectfully requests that the Examiner enter these changes.
